The stoamship North American, from Liverpool a
11.80 A. M. of the 14th inst., passed this Point at 1.45 A
M. to-day, en roule to Quebec.

Ouly thirty or
forty had signed the declaration, and at eome establish-
ments the magters had yielded to the men.

A suryey of the vessel had been hold, and eatimates
Bent into forthwith repair the damagn at a coat of not
more than £5,000, the injury being far Joss cousiderable
than was at first supposed.

Highly important, but meagre despatches, In anticipa-
tion of the arrival of the China mail, bad reachod England.

The following despatch had been published by the go-
vernment .—

Admiral Hope agrived off the Peiho river on tho 17th of
June, and found that the fortifications had been rebuilt,
but po guns or men were visible, The eptrance inlo the
river was barred with booms and stakes.

The Plenif jos joined the aquad oml.heﬁlth‘
and no notice having been taken of the announcemont of
their arrival, an altempt was made on the 20th (o force a
paseage, when, on o sudden, DLalterieg supported by a
mongrel force of apparently 20,000 men, were unmasked,
and opened a destructive fire.

After a severe action the squadron was obliged to with
draw with the Jogs of the guuboats Cormorunt, Lee and
Plover, and four hundred and eixty-foar killed and
wounded.

The French had fourteen killed and woundoed out of
mixty.

The Plenipotentiaries have returned to Shanghae,

The reet of China was reported quist.

o fears are entertained about Canton, but the Tartar
troops bave been disarmed as o matter of precaution.

A further despatch mentions that seven officers were
kiliea wua seventeen woundea, Admiral Hope veing among
the latter.

Other despatches confirm these particulars, aod ome
via Trieste adds the following:—

Tt Is gtated that the American Ambassador had been ad-
mitted to Pekin.

On the altcrnoon of the 9th, when the Greal Enstern
was off Hastings, a feed-pipe cating in the forward fun-
pel, which had been introduced on the ground ef econo-
my ln heat and to keep tha heat of the funnels from the
cabin, exploded with terrific force, blowing thoe funnel
into the air and tearing to pieces the grand saloon and
fewer deck cabins, through which the fannel passed, and
otherwise doing great damage to the internnl fittings.

@reat congternation prevailed on board, but prampt
efforts wore made to getat the unfortunate mon in the en-
gneering department, who were either buried in the rub-
bieh or progtrated by the steam.

Throo firemen wore [bund in a dying stato, and soon ex-
piged, while cight othera were injured, two of whom sub-
pequently dicd.

One fircman was lost overboard, having either fallon in-
to the water or julnped into it to eseape ecalding,

In about two hours the fire of the Chinese began o
slacken, and was soon sfterwards almost silencod, al-
though every ehot of theirs old, while the British guns
did enmparatively littlo damage to the mud walls,

prerfect hurricane of ghell, gingall, balle and rookets which

The ene-
my's fire continued o heavy and the mud on landing he-

Nevertheless they boldly faced tho ditches
and some Uy of them, lueluding & crowd of offlcers, suc-
ceedod i getting a8 far a8 tho third ditch, They wonid
certainly bave made a good attemptlo scalo the walls,
but their ladders had either been broken by sbot or had
gtuck in the mud. With the one ladder, however, which
remained, ten devoted men sprang forward, three of
whom were immediatoly shot dead and five woanded ae-
verely. A vertical fire of arrows, a8 woll as a constant
fugilade, was kept up om the select band who now
crowded in the ditch waiting, butia valn, for reinforce-
menis,

Orders were at kst given to retire, and in eMicting the
rotreat probably more lives were lost than o advanciog,
a8 the Chinega by meane of blue lights discovered the po-
Eitlon of the men, and ghot them down like birds. Many
boats bad also been smashed by shots, and thers were
not enough to take off the survivors.

Eevernl boate full of wounded were struck by the balls
and swamped.
